CHINESE TARIFF REVISION. 


: a 
Views of American Merchants. 


The following memorandum on the Re- 
vision of tha Conimercial Treatica with 
Chion was propared, at his own request, 
for the President of the United States ;—- 

Tho American Asiatic Associntion, re- 
cognising the ties “et tha 
Chinese Mmpire, has no objection to affer tu 
the proposed increase of dulica on foreign 
imports. Tho suggestion which, according 
to Sir Robert Hart, was formulated last 
Spring by the Special Commission appoint+ 
ed to consider the subject of tariff rovision, 
is deemed a reayonabla one, This was to 
the effect that tho import duty should 
bo fixed nt 10 per cent, plus 2 6 per cent 
transit duo payable simultantously, coupled 
with thé total abotition of all othur taxes 
on such imports forever after and every- 
In other wards, it is proposed to 
double the present Cuatoms duty on forvign 
inports, md with it to double the sum 
charged for transit dues. Assuming thet 
this fs all that is intended, and that no at, 
tompt will bo made by changing tho present 
methed of fixing he ad valorem duties, to 
subject foreign trade to more than twico

Tt 
is na follows, the Janguage being identical 
with thnt uf the agreement concluded * 
between Groat Britain and China : 

*Mereharilise shall be cleared of its tran- 
sit dues under the following regulations + 

‘Yn the case of imports, Notice being 
given at tha port of entry from which the 
imports are to bo forwarded inland, of the 
nature and quantity of the goads, the ship 
from which they have been landed and tho 
plaice inlauei to whieh they are pound, with 
all other necessary particulars, the Collector 
of Custos shall) on due inspection made 
snd Gu receipt of the transit duty due, issue 
tu transit duty certificate. This must be 
produced at every barrier station und vised. 
No fucther-duty shal} be teviable upen in- 
ports su certifiented, no matter how distant 
the place of their dostiantion.’
